Utter Failure of the Jobbers and
Their Schemes.

THE SENATE AND THE THIEVES.

WASI1IN0T0N, April 2, 1672.
When I sat down to write my letter on the lobby

J knew 1 wo» doing a good work. 1 had seen mene
people, day after day, on the floors of Congress, in
the corridor.', m the lobbies of the House and the
Senate, lu the galleries, everywhere, a good round
¦Hot, I knew, would scatter tucni. The wrath or
the Ubham>, i felt, would be worth a hundred
epeeches. When the shot rell it fell Use a thunder¬
bolt from a sereno skv. it was as if the flood gates
of Heaven had been opened ami a delude poured
flown upon an amft2eil multitude lost in bewilder¬
ment at the sudden storm. For weeks the lobby
had been industriously at work. Ail their schemes
were ready. Congressmen had been ''seen" and
?irtuo had been bartered. The momoiit was oppor¬
tune, becauso the important jobs of the session-
those wliic:i would shape the legislation of the
Forty-second Congress-were then belore, or about
to coine belore, the House. Mr. John Stuart Mill's
remarkable image of the vultures preying upon the
people, with one greater vulture-the ^ove.nment
Itself.drawing the vitftbj yuj vl the heart or the

Batlon^vyus recoivlnj tue iiigiiest sauetlon as
to us trath by the presence or the birds ol prey in
the Capitol. Now the storm has cleared away; but
though the vultures have flown they are not dead.
The air is sweet again, but subject to the atmos¬
pheric changes which may corrupt it in an hour.
This is a good time for a review of the defeat of the
looby, and a history vi their work, so far, lu the
present session of Congress.

TUB UAYFIF.I.D AND ST. CROIX JOB.
It la a common remark that the Senate will pans

anything. It is a talking body full or so much purity
tost no impurity defiles it. Aud when it commits a
flagrant and scantlaious outrage nnon the country
It clings to Hie wroni? to tlie en.l. This is notabiy
bo in the case of ibo Uayfield and St. Croix Railroad
land grant swindlo. When the measure came be¬
fore the House for action it came with the sanction
and endorsement of the Senate. Nobody had seen
fit to light it in wtut ought to be termed in derision
the "upper house." Even among the Representa¬
tives au easy victory was anticipated. When ii had
been reau a second time Mr. liusk, of Wisconsin,
moved that it be put upon it3 passage. Mr. liolmau
wished to discuss the bill, and Mr. Rusk, who had
the floor, was witling to accord him ten minutes-
ten miuutos !.in winch to oppose all the land grant
Jobs of the session, in the end, although 2,000,000
acres of land, worth from live to twenty dollars per
acre, were involved, he refused to yic'.d at oil. Tito
friends or the measure predetermined to have
the discussion altogether on their sitlo of
the question, and Mr. Hazslton led oir
with an assault on tne Northern Pacific Rail¬
road, contending that ir nls road did not get tlieue
lands the other would. Mr. Eldridse had never
voted lor land grants, bat was in haste to have this
one passed in tnu 3 for action upon It by the Wis¬
consin Legislature, and this was urged as a reason
for not accepting Mr. Hainan's amendment that
the grant suould oe constrned to apply onl>' to the
lands which would Inure to tne benefit of tlio North¬
ern Pacific ir the act tailed to pass. Hcvoral mem¬
bers put themselves 111 line wi'.li the Job during t 0
first day's filibustering, Mr. Petore declaring that
the adoption ol Hoi man's amendment would re¬
quire the bill to be scut uaclc to the Senate, and Mr.
Hoar also objecting to it. The voting showed great
¦trengtn for tho bill and an easy victory was uu-
ticlpuicd, even when the House adjourned, adjourn¬
ment being assented to only because victory seemed
assured. Tnu was on the isth day of February, and
before the 1st day of March it was hoped the mea¬
sure would be passed.
«io morulug of ths second day opened with the

same spirit prevailing among the friends or the bill
.son the previous day. Mr. Holnian asked for an
hour's debate and Mr. Peters objected. Mr. st«."en-
Bon asked to have a letter from the Commltteo on
Public Lands read auJ Mr. Scofleld objected.
Every device to secure a ralr consideration or tho
measure lailcd till Mr. Cox intimated tnat he wanted
to present a protest from members of both sides or
the House against the passage of the bill, it could
not have been presented, but if it had been signed
as It certainly would havo been, by the most con¬
spicuously honest men in Congress, it would have
been equivalent to an indictment before the bar of
public opinion of every man voting for the measure
The reluming sense 01 the House, However, made
this extreme resort unnecessary, and tho
motion to order the bin to a third
reading was reconsidered, Mr. Hanks, of
Arkansas, having the floor. Mr. Hanks yielded ten
minntcs of his time to Mr. Cox. on tho previous
day Mr. Cos had remarked in his half humorous
and half earnest way that the opponents of tiie
measure were ooiing in the direct line of
the President's Message on this question and
had suggested that the President's political lrlenos
who favored the till should read it. Whon the
Speaker's hammer fell he was reading it himself
and asked for time, as lie said, to finish the "elegaut
extract."
